Target for Lead. 


Policemen Edward Powers and Joseph 
Stackowski of the new city station had 
received a message shortly before 11 
o'clock last night to be on the lookout for 
five automobile bandits who had swept 
through the south side and committed 
three holdups in an hour.

Bethlehem Gommon Soars;

New York, April 8—[{Special.}—The 
great rise in Bethlehem Steel common 
stock, which has been the feature of the 
market for many weeks, came to a head 
oday in a wild outburst of buying which 
sent the price from 88% to.117 with scarce- 
ly a reaction. Not since the famous Rock 
Island episode several years ago or the 
collapse of the Hocking pool has Wall 
street witnessed a more sensational mar- 
ket. 

The market bore all the earmarks of 
having been cornered. When the market 
opened hardly any stock was available, 
and as the day wore on and the shorts 
came to realize their position they made 
frantic efforts to cover their contracts. 


Big Leaders Not Identified. 


All sorts of rumors were circulated re- 
garding the identity of the principals in- 
volved on both sides of the account, but 
they were all indefinite and most of them 
have been heard a hundred times in the 
last few months, After the close it was 
said in stock exchange circles that the 
shorts were to be permitted to settle pri- 
vately.

of the training camps rules are so strict 
that no one in uniform can get anything 
to drink except between 6 and 9 o'clock in 
the evening—and also in regard to wom- 
en, forbidding drinks to be sold to them 
before 11:30 o’clock in the morning. 

This last wes a necessary rule, for 
among the wives of soldiers and sailors 
the drinking has increased frightfully. 
In many cases they had been partly or 
wholly supporting their husbands, and 
now that they are receiving a mainte- 
nance allowance as well as their regular 
earnings, they spend a large share of it 
in the public houses. 

For these women various organizations 
are providing recreation rooms. The 
Countess of Essex formerly an Ameri- 


can, is much interested In one of these 
clubs, which endeavor to provide cheerier 
surroundings than the public house. 
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| men of London about the question of 
really- drastic measures, and I have yet 
to talk toone—loyal prohibitionist or will- 
ing-to-sacrifice drinking man—who thinks 
that the day of absolute prohibition is 
about to arrive.

Impossible to ‘Clothe All. 

AMERICAN COMMISSION FOR RE- 
LIEF IN BELGIUM, Barge Julia, March 
1.—Grace dearest: Poor Gertrude and 
Miss Leggett had to acknowledge about 
a thousand letters and contributions the 
first week that my one letter appeared in 
the Daily Mail. I wrote to “my own 
countrywomen,” but-only English people 
responded, and I got a little over $3,000 
in cash and between $30,000 and $35,000 
worth of stuff for the barge, and the letter 
a@ppeared only that one day. 

Very good, wasn’t it? And a great sur- 
prise to me, for I thought I might get help 
from America and little or nothing from 
England; but as usual the unexpected 
happened and the result enabies us to re- 
lieve much suffering here, which is the 
main thing. 

I cannot describe to you the pitiful con- 
dition of these poor refugees. Only today 
we have clothed twelve families from top 
to toe—from ten to fourteen people in each 
family. It is impossible to find shelter 
for them all and they are stuffed like 
sardines in barns, even in the pigsties and 
henhouses—any place that has a roof. 

I have still not been able to find any 
shelter for my ambulance within aradius 
of ten miles, and here it stands when not 
in motion, axle deep in mud and dripping 
with rain. I am hoping to receive a tent 
from England to give it some protection 
soon, for l.am in momentary dread of its 
collapsing, and one is helpless without a 
motor. I stuff it full daily with food and 
clothing and make the pitiful round of as 
Many cases as we can. 

In a house close by elghty soldiers 
s.eep on the ground floor, and in a tiny 
room adjoining are fragments of several 
familtes—fifteen people in all. Two of the 
children are down with typhoid, one on 
the floor and.one in an old-biscuit box, 
and this is the sort of thing we encounter 
daily; but we have managed to make a 
great improvement in conditions, though 
it is impossible to house them any better. 

There is not enough room for the army, 
and as many civilians as possible are 
sent away continually, but still they come 
one—shelled out of their homes, and. buf- 
feted about from one wretched place to

I have arranged with a bakery close by 
to bake several hundred loaves of bread 
a day, and yesterday a bomb dropped in 
front of the door, killing a man and three 
horses. It tore a hole. through one corner 
of the roof and broke every pane of glass 
in the bakery, and all the yeast and bread 
for the day's supply had to be thrown 
away, it was so full of glass splinters. 
Several other bombs werethrown a little 
farther on, killing eight people in ail. It 
seems such a senseless sort of warfare, 
for no one but little children and harmless 
civilians are the sufferers.

The Chinese report says that the Amert- 
can note covered twenty pages and spe- 
cifically asked five questions. 

Jap Replies to U. S. Queries. 

These questions and the replies of Japan 
thereto are. set forth as follows: 

The United States inquired concerning 
Japan's demand that in the province of 
Fukien Japan shall have the right to! 
work mines, byild railroads, and con- 
siruct harbor: works, and in case of the 


employment of foreign capital that Japan | 


shali'be first consulted.’ 

The Japanese government replied that 
these concessions were desired for the 
primary purpose of preventing other na- 
tions from acquiring special rights there, 
Japan understanding that Americans 
wish to build dockyards in the harbor at 
Santuao. This position is of great stra- 
tegic importance, Japan pointed out, on 
account of the possibility of ite use for 
directing operations against Formosa ip 
the event of war. 


Question of War Munitions. 

The second question concerned the Jap- 
anese demand for supervision over the 
manufacture or purchaée of war muni- 
tions by China. 

The Japanese government expressed 
the opinion that this question could be 
sorved most satisfactorily by the employ- 
ment of mixed forces of Japanese and 
Chinese, a system which, Japan says, al-

need a mask of moral utility? | 

To support a boxing bill will bring us words of 
protest from persons whose support we prefer, but 
we are increasingly cons¢ious of the fact that 
humanity can be suppressed until it is compressed 
and, in expanding, explodes with violence. 

The principal object of the men working for legis- 
Jation to authorize boxing is to obtain pleasure or 
profit from it. With that conceded, we may return 
to the reflections, now honest and not used as 4 
mask, that the exercise has aspects of physical and 
moral utility. Professional fighters usually are 
marvels of bone in the head, of cotrdination and 
muscular dexterity. So long as they live cleanly 
they retain their skill and strength, up to the age 
limit which violent exercise sets naturally. 

We fail to see that a brutalizing code is estab- 
lished by admiration of the self-discipline, courage, 
strength, and skill necessary to success in the ring 
or that the world is the worse for exhibitions of 
these qualities, even if occasionally there is a spec 
tacle of pain inflicted and endured. | 

Masculinity, it might as well be recognized, is 
likely to work itself out either jn sex gallantry, 
booze and cards, or in exércises needing courage, 
endurance, and stamina, The American people are 
bred chiefly fetth rations devoted to the Inter. We 
prefer that such ‘standards should ‘be set before 
American youth. | | | 

Boxing can be made an odorous offfnse, Unless 
it is regulated by authority it will be such an 
offense.

BIRDS AND “DISTRICT” DECISIONS. 

The department of agriculture officially av- 
nounces in a rather remarkable bulletin—a bulletin 
that would sorely perplex foreign studehts of ou> 
system—that it proposes strictly and generally to 
enforce the federal migratory bird act, notwith- 
standing two decisions of United States District 
courts—one in Kansas and the other in Arkansas 
holding that act unconstitutional. 

Congress made it the duty of the agricultural de- 
partment to enforce the act in question, and the 
circtilar explains that the adverse decisions are 
limited in operation to the respective judicial dis- 
tricts wherein they were handed down. Through- 
out the rest of the country the law remains in 


force, and it is not the intention of the department 


to relax its vigilagce or give violators the benefit 
of any technical doubt, | 

We have here, surely, a strange and paradorice! 
situation. The adverse decisions are based on state 
right doctrines. They are, however, limited in 
operation to certain purely judicial districts. In 
two districts the birds are deprived of federal pro» 
tection, while in all the other districts the law en-

for the entire country, of else decide that the na-

Americans have reflected much upon the aspects 
of their great war, and the golden anniversary of tae 
making of peace, falling as it does in the time of 
& greater and more sacrificial war abroad, will cause 
them to consider again gratefully the fortunate cir- 


lished and indivisible. 


devoted nation paid for its inefficiency and its {nabil- 
ity to meet the emergency which it saw developing 
with terrible certainty for years, and with whatever 
thankfulness for national unity and established 
freedom the golden anniversary of Appomattox be 
commemorated there will be, wisely, a thought given 
to the cost and consequence of error. 

It is with a sense of tragic futility that we con- 
sider now the chances that Appomattox might have 
been reaciied in ’62 rather than in °65 and what price 
the extra three years demanded. It is recognized 
that preparation was feared as provocative and that 
even the timid statesmanship of Buchanan was en- 
deavoring to offer the south mo excuse for violent 
assertion of its right of secession and, later, of the 
fact of it. We also know that the south was beyond 
provocation and that preparation would have been 
humane. f 

The only man in the United States who, having 
authority, saw his obligations was derided, ridiculed, 
and abused. Gov. John A, Andrew of Massachu- 
setts, “our Merry Andrew,” had 8,000 men in 
arms and 5,000 trained. It woul! be interesting 
to review what was said of this foresighted afd 
patriotic executive of a state which from qlonial 
times has been the most ready of American com- 
mon wealths. 

We know what Lincoln said when the Sixth 
Massachusetts, mustered on Boston Common within 
a day of the call for troops and fighting its way 
through Baltimore, reached Washington. “ You are 
the first real thing,” said the worried president, 
apprehensive of a rush of southern troops into the 
unprotected capital. “Our Merry Andrew’s” tri- 
umph over ridicule was complete when the Bighth 
‘Massachusetts, following with the Seventh New 
York, helped the Sixth to offer at. least « shell of 
aa against. the superior preparation of the 


With wisdom we may think on Appomattox day 
of the national fatuity which clouded the councils 
of government before the war. An army iof 16,000

west, Texas, and California. In organization it was 
forlorn; in equipment, deficient. 2 

Even with our present day ideas against adequate 
military preparation and with all our idifference 
to our needs we find’ the military inefficiency of 
’60 and '61 incomprehensible. When the doubt and 
weakness which clouded and vitiated Washington in 
the critical times of discussion of the reinforcing 
and revictualing of Sumter are understood to have 
arisen out of the question of sending a weak 
companies and provender we strive to realize that 
the military strength of a nation of thirty-two mil- 
lions was in the equation. 

On Appomattox day we may think, in a mood of 
rebellion against misfortune, of the Peninstla cam- 
paign of ’62, of the meddling, even by Lincoln, with 
military plans, of the timidity which exposed strat- 
egy and tactics to the daring of Stonewall Jackson, 
of the collapse of a formidable, well organized, 
almost overpowering organization which had its 
pickets within sight of Richmond, of the failure of 
an attack which Lee feared more than he feared 
anything untjl the end, and of the despair of the 
unfortunate McOlellam and his savage outburst to 
Btanton: “If I save this army now I tell you 
plainly that I owe no thanks to you or to any other 
person in Washington. You have done your best to 
sacrifice this army.” | 

Appomattox day celebrates the laying down, suc- 
cessfully done, of a task of heroism—but how greatly 
that herolam was the price of futility. When we

W the survey of consumption in south- 
ern California, reported by Dr. Car- 
rington in the public health reports, a 
comprehensive study was made of con- 
ditions in Redlands. Redlands is a 
beautifully clean city of 10,000, inhab- 
ited by people intelligent enough to help 
out with a closesurvey. Even the poor- 

est people live in good houses. 

| Thie survey showed 241 consumptives 
living in Redlands, twenty-four per 1,000. 
Fifteen per cent of the cases had no phy- 
sician and no sort of medical or nursing 
supervision. Six per cent was native, 


In 1918 


Redlands leas than a year and twenty-six 
for a longer period. 

The Rediands death rate from consump- 
tion is 420 per 100,000. The 1013 death 
rate from tuberculosis from the regis- 
tration area was 14.76—a little more than 
one-third that of Redlands. 

The reputation enjoyed by Redlands 
places a heavy burden On the residents, 
although, as Dr. Carrington has sald 
elsewhere, the section receives more than 
enough benefits to compensate.

It is estimated that there are 11,748 
consumptives in southern California who 
have come there for the climate after 
having contracted the disease. Ninety 
per cent of them went first to Los An- 
gelee, Half of these after a brief stop 
in that city went to the foothills not far 
away. Unfortunately, a large number 
of those who remain in Los Angeles are 
livieg under conditions that are not very 
different from the conditions back home 
—conditions which caused the disease, 
Somehow they seem to have an idea that 
a dark, dirty room in Los Angeles has 
some chafm about it that makes it good 
for consumption. 
Dr. Kress says that 2 per cent of 
the deaths from consumption and 50 per 
cent of the cases are repérted from the 


Angeles.

urers’ association. to Edward N. E.urles, 
recently appointed vice chairman of the 
federal trade commission, The dinner 
was given at the Congress hotel. 

In addition to the promise of Senater 
Lewis, Mr. Hurley, Harry A. Wheeler, 
chairman of the committee of the national 
chamber of commerce, which is to advise 
‘the commission, and Roger C. Sullivan, ' 
deciared that the commission was not to 
hamper business but te encourage the co- 
operation of business men and busineas 
interests for the welfare of the nation. 


1,000 Laws at Last Session. 

“It may interest the public of my 
country to know that a thousand laws 
were made in the last session of con- 
gress,” Senator Lewis said, ‘‘ Seven 
hundred passed into enactment as general 
laws—300 as special matter. One hun- 
dred of the 700 apply uniformly to the 
whole of America, Thirty of these acts 
and prescriptions apply to all affairs of 
consolidation, banking, railroad and in- 
terstate commerce. Seven of these laws 
to the general regulation of the private 
citizen in his private affeira and carry- 
ing penal enactments for violationa. 


Few Know the Laws. | 

“TI propound the questions: Which of 
you know any of these laws accurately? 
How many of you know thet the laws 
exist at all? How few of you are cog 
nizant when you disobey those laws? 
Which man of you knows what laws 
penalize you for disobedience and what 
penalties you incur? I answer, that not 1 
per cent of the merchants, manufacturers, 
‘or industrial institutions of the country 
have this knowledge or information. 

“ If the nation is to continue these forms 
of legisiation there must be devised ea 
system by which all those interested shall 
be informed of the existence and nature 
of the law. If this is not done we will 
soon have a nation setting a trap for 
every citizen and a snare into which he 
must fall if he but dare step forward,

“TI am in favor of the regulation of 
economy probleme of the United States by 
commissions,” Mr. Wheeter said. * In the 
development of the United States two sets 
of laws have come into use—one admin- 
istered by the courts and 
with the conduct of persons toward each 
other and“forthe protection of individuals 
and corporations.
